month o£ October 3,203,350 bushels of 
wboat wore exported from Pacific ports, 
and only 303,300 from all tbo principal At- 
lantic ports; and daring tbo last five 
•weeks Atlantic shipments bavc been only 
170,000 bushels .against S,3S2,401 Vast year. 
Yet speculative holders arc stubborn, and 
the price bas declined only 1>£ cents for 
;bo -week, witb sales horo of 17,000,000 
jusaels. Another depressing feature bas 
been tbo export of 4,700,000 bushels of 
corn in live weeks against 2,500,000 last 
year, pointing to loss foreign demand for 
Vv'beat, with assurance of larger supplies. 
Corn is three-fourths cent cheaper, with 
speculation narrow, and sales only 4,200,- 
000 bushels for tbo week. 


Reports from interior points vary moro 
an usual as to activity of trade, though 


complaints ot dullacso ot sorao Southern 
points arc attributed -'to lateness of tbo 
:ottoa crop. At the West tho movement 
is generally large, though not at all points 
quito up to expectations. Tho Treasury 
observes that tho demand for currency has 
fallen off. Scarcely any complaint is mado 


collections, and yet tbe. number of fail- 


ures bas been considerable in some quar- 
ters, and on tho whole larger tnan last 
,'ear for tho past six weeks. Failures 
during tho last seven days number for the 
United States, 245; Canada, 32; total, 237, 
as compared witb.

In addition to this action tho Com- 
mittee on Laws was instructed to report 
an amendment to tho constitution em- 
bracing tho action of tho assembly. 


Tho only other business of the morning 


session was the introduction by Delegate, 
O. D. Bonoit. oC Montreal, Can., of a reso- 
lution providing for tho printing In Ger- 
man and French of tho annual address of 
Mrs. L. M. Barry, tho general lecturer 
and investigator ot women's worlr. It was 
pdsscd. Tho undress alter being printed 
in tho two languages will bo circulated 
in Germany and Franco, with the hope of 
bringing about an agitation of reforms 
that will in tho end improve tho condition 
of tho working-women of those countries. 


At the bCKiimiacr of tho afternoon ses- 


sion Rev. Wilbur F. Crafts, D. D., of Kew 
York City, was introduced to tho assem- 
bly. Dr. Crafts is tho advocate ot Nation- 
al Sabbnth reform, and by request ho ad- 
dressed tho delegates upon that subject.
